McKinlry Katrs Will Me K«-«tored In tue 


New Tariff Bill. 


V/ashington, Feb. ia.~-Tho Kepub- 


lican members cf the ways and means 
comiaitteee took -in important step in 
their vork on tho new tariff bill, by 
deciding to restore the McKialey rate 
on coal and coke. 


These rates were 73 cents per ton cf 


"5 bushels on bituminous and shale, 
and 30 cents on coal slack such as will 
pass through a half inch screen. The 
present rates are 40 cents and 15 cents. 
Coke is advanced from 15 to 20 per cent 
rul valorem. 


"The changes were made in response 


to a general demand from tho coal in- 
terests, whose representatives declared 
tnat the Wilson rates had Increased 
Canadian competition so greatly that 
the American mine owner had been 
obliged to reduce wages to keep in the 
field. 


The first conferences of the week 


have dealt with the tobacco schedule 
and although no final agreement has 
been reached there is a practical un- 
derstanding thfat the new bill -will re- 
turn to the McKinley rates on tobacco 
except on the grade known as filler.

The Cuban* Rout spgnUU Troops IVIuIe 


Fording a fetream. 


Havana, Feb. 1!». — A band of Spanish 


guerillas under Major Loren raided a 
camp of country pacificos near Cas- 
igua, this province, killing eight of the 
10 men found there and brutally ill 
treating the 12 women. 


A Cuban lad escaped and carried the 


story to the camp of an insurgent band 
nearby, commanded by one of Genera 
Lacret's officers. The Spanish troops 
were closely pursued and later at- 
tacked as they forded a small stream. 


The Cubans fell upon them and for 


half an hour the fight raged fiercely. 
Many of the Spaniards were drowned 
in the creek and the troops were driven 
off in utter rout with the loss of near- 
ly 4t> men. Four prisoners captured by 
the Cubans were instantly shot. 


A raid was made upon an outpost 


five miles from the city, the Spanish 
sentry lines being driven half a mile, 
with a loss of 10 men. The insurgents 
fir«d several buildings.

END OF AN IMPOETASiT SUIT. 


Last Monday Judge Sheets and a 


jury disposed of the case of Thomas 
A. Lane against the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany, by returning 8 verdict for! 
plaintiff for 1733 80. This salt grew! 
out of an oil lease and was based on 
tue following facts 
On the 6th day 


of May, 1890, plaintiff leased to de- 
fendant 12'! acres of land in Men or 
county for purposes of drtlllnz, and 
operating for oil and gas. One of 
the conditions of the lease was, that 
if gas only is found, defendant was 
to pay the plaintiff $300 each year in 
advance for the product of each well 
while u'ed oft the premises. On the 
15th of February, 1891, tbe first well 
was completed aud produced gas only 
and the evidence was, that the pro- 
duction was in quantity sufficient to 
warrant utilization, and that theie 
was a dematd at that time, vet it 
was never put to any use whatever. 
The defense was that Inasmuch as 
the gas was never Uh°d neither on 
nor off tne premises, no liability at- 
tacked.

would probably pnxhic* nothing 
beyond a period of terrible econom- 
ic confusion, or perhaps a Yiist antl 


fer of property, bat the attainment 
of certainty that sentient beings 
with corporeal imstt^inents, acting 
by effort and not by pure volition, 
existtxl in any ont« other planet 
would only enlarge tho range of 
human thought and the force of the 
huuiuii imagination. Such a cer- 
tainty ivoald i'itluT incrtas* to an 
extraordinary dejfree the revereneo 
for the Creator—for we are all so 
limited that we reverence powers 
which we see exerted more tliau 
powers which we know in theory 
must exist—or would compel mate- 
rialists to revise and widen their 
whole theory of the relation of mat- 
ter to min<l, it being evident that 
sentience could exist under condi- 
tions hitherto dftrned impossible. 


'There are certainly millions and 


possibly billions of worlds of which 
no two are the same, and if sentient- 
beings were fonnd past Question in 
any other world than ours the pre- 
sumption that they existed under a 
Variety of conditions and probably, 
therefore, in a variety of form*, 
practically unlimited, would become 
so violent that to reject the theory 
would soon be regarded as an evi- 
dence of a foolish, popular habit of 
disbelief in the unseen. 


Man has some internal dislike to 


believe that limited beings with sen- 
tience can exist under conditions 
other than his own, and habitually 
assumes that a world without sir is 
a dead world. Yet there is no proof 
that the ether, which we kucrv to 
T»e everywhere, cannot -support life, 
or that circumstances of which we 
know nothing may not modify 
either its intolerable cold or the ef- 
fect of that cold. 


In Mars itself there is some po- 


tency at work which, to the despair 
for the momeut'of terrestrial sci- 
ence, produces warmth where cold 
ought to reign permanently su- 
preme. It is. as certain as any de- 
duction from analogy can bo that 
air in Mars, though it exists, is as 
rarifled as it would be at the top of 


] a mountain twice as high as Mount 
Everest, and that consequently the 
normal and permanent degree of 
cold ought to be terrible. 


The thermal income of Mars is 


less than half that of the earth, and 
its theoretical mean temperature is 
consequently—taking into account 
its low "albedo" or reflective power 
per unit of area—30 degrees centi- 
grade below freezing. Yet the ac- 
tual climate of Mars is mild. Snow 
certainly melts rapidly—that is pat- 
ent to the telescope—vapor certain- 
ly rises—that is clear from the spec- 
trum analysis -— water flows, and 
there are indications, if not proofs, 
that a sudden vegetation follows 
the sudden thawing of tho snow. 
What warms the air is unknown, 
but it is warmed past all question 
or doubt, and all arguments there- 
fore as to the inevitableness of cold 
in other worlds must be pronounced 
imperfect, as are those which show 
the impossibility of sustaining cor- 
poreal life. All we can say with cer- 
tainty is that if .sentient beings with 
corporeal frames exist in Mars, the 
relation of the lungs to the body 
cannot be identical with their rela- 
tion in man, which, as we are aware 
of fishes, is not an impossible exer- 
cise of the imagination.—London 
Spectator. 


An Iceboaml Sontli Pol«%

that the south polo is icebound and 
frigid to a degree almost if not 
quite equal to that of the north 
pole. Investigators have Brought 
reports of icebergs encountered in 
southern waters that were so enor- 
mous and closely packed that sail- 
ing in their vicinity was attendee 
with the greatest danger. The mon 
recent explorations of this uninvit 
ing region confirm much of what 
was already almost- an accepted 
theory.

Bnt 
the church, however much it may have 
meant to others, was with him only one 
of the means, and not the great object 
of his ambition. His first act in Utah 
was to rai.se tbe American flag and pro 
claim himself governor of "Use state of 
Deserct" — land of the working bee. — 
Atlantic. 


The Educational Ide»I. 


Onr present system of elementary ed- 


ucation does cot rise to the moral re- 
quirements of the age. It stands too 
largely for the development of the mem- 
ory for the. purpose of mere, mosey mak- 
iug, to the neglect of ihouobler spiritual 
qualities. It too often leaves out 1 he 
cultivation of the ieait and the training 
of the baud, the quickening of the con- 
science and the growth ot" the moral 
perception. Such a system is not educa- 
tion in any large sense: it is what Pes- 
taioazi called ''mere instruction," The 
education that makes character, indi- 
vidual and national, tsegins with the 
heart, the conscience and the imagina- 
tion. The. storing of the memory with 
facts is a tool shop more essential to the 
making of n living than the learning 
how to live, which is life's higher pur- 
pose. "\Ve create life through ideals," 
taught Pcstalozzi. *tWo learn by do- 
ing," said Froebel. And both agreed 
that life must te tanght from life or by 
example, and that the individual pift of 
the pupil -was ' 'sacred to the teacher," 
and that each pnpil must be developed 
after his own gift as though there were 
BO other pupils like him or gift like his 
in the •world. The old time New Eng- 
land school dame, whipping the dates 


t the reigns of Roman emperors into 
-year-old brains, formed no part of the 
grand Pestaiozzinn vision. " Education 
tauds for character," said Pestalozzi. 
)nr national education is defcr.tive in 
10 power of this fundamental principle. 


L reconstruction of education must come 
i this country, and the best methods 
f character education he made universal 
r else we must suffer deterioration. A 
eart that responds to Justice is the first 
esson of life, and the ideal or gift, of 
he pnpil mast be studied by the teacher 
cfore the pupil is put to memorizing 
est books, which is instruction..—E*- 
riew of Reviews.

A Foblic School In 


It was 8 o'clock, and retool was about 


o begin. At a signal from the teacher 
:he boys arose iu tlicir places, and with 
lowed heads stood iu reverential silence 
vhile 0110 of their number reeited a 
short prayer. As soon us tho boys were 
again in their Ko.iits tbe teacher began 
tho recitation, and I began to gaze, about 
ho room. There were nearly 50 boys 
seated on ten plain board benches, will* 
the same number of equally long and 
plain desks in front, an almost exact 
^production of tl>o furniture of tho New 
England district schoolhouse of u gen- 
eration ago. 


The teacher's desk, which stood upon 


a high anil very small platform, was 
equally inexpensive and devoid cf orna- 
ment. Tho walls and ceiling of the room 
were of a soft brown color slightly tinged 
with green, while the benches and desks, 
including that of tho teacher, worn 
stained a darker brown, excepting the 
tops of the desks, which were painted n 
dull black.

But a close 
insT.c-ctimi will show that a bar of wood, 
much like ;i fishplate, is attached to 
each of the rails. This bar is the inPU- 
lator, and by ir the two rails of one 
track iu a hl<x-k are connected, while at 
the .-.xmo time they ;irc separated from 
these of the next block. 


By tliis device each track in a block 


:s fonuc-d into a complete circuit, 
through which flows a current of elec- 
tricity, tjolnngas the track is clear and 
there is nothing in tho rails the cnrreut 
flow.-; along uninterruptedly, and the 
sign.ils ou the semaphore pole show a 
clear track for trains. Bnt let a train 
pass from oue block to another and the 
signals sire c!i:uised. As tho wheels of 
the engine p;i#h from one insulated part 
of the tr::ck to .mother they form a con- 
nection between the two which ' 'short 
circniti" the blocks, and the danger 
signals are automatically displayed hy 
the [semaphores guarding the block np- 
011 winch the eupiuu is entering. 


At the sume time, far back at the 


commencement of the block which tlie 
engine is leaving, the signals which had 
stood at danger are changed to ones of 
warning. By these an engineer is noti- 
fied that while the block he is upon is 
cle:ir tho one in front of him is occu- 
pied. He is at lesist one mile, anil it 
isiuy be two miles, from the tr.iin in ad-

more extraordinary that he w:is able to 
do this, as lie liad iicvtr b< 
L< n taught to 


draw and had up to that time practiced 
the art only for his liinuwmt ni in 
leir-nre lionr*. 


With pnmnt industry he daily im- 


proved himself in miniature painting 
and was KXMI able to establish himself 
as ,i poru-ait painter in Dnblin. This re- 
mained his principal profession through 
lile, although he practiced m;uiy branch- 
es of art besides. 


Having painted everybody in Dnblin 


who wished to be painted (as he himself 
need to express it), after the lapse of a 
considerable time he decided on shifting 
the scene of his efforts to London, -where 
an endless field of action presented it- 
self. The groundwork of all his future, 
activity had in the meantime been laid 
iu Dublin. Ha had been contributing to 
various magazines, and also making 
many charming drawings for them, 
which had appeared as wood c-neraviugs. 


The first and second series of the hu- 


morous and racy "Legends aud Stories 
of Ireland" had appeared in London and 
had been received with great favor by 
the public and the press ia England as 
well as in Ireland. 


The first song which he succeeded in 


selling to a publisher he would not take 
money for, but arranged to take a guitar 
in exchange, as he had long wished to 
possess Mich an instrument, but had as 
yet not been able to buy one. How little 
he dreamed at that time of the thou- 
sands of pounds that would be made by 
his songs in tho future! Unfortanately 
the publishers got the lion's share of the 
profits. 


I may here remark that he played 


both the piano and the guitar exceed- 
ingly well, although he had never had a 
lesson on either of these instruments. 
He was most eager in acquiring every 
tort of information, and had. for in- 
stance, out of his own scanty earnings 
as a youth, after be had left his father's 
house, contrived to pay for lessons in 
French from tho best French teacher in 
Dublin, and he fpoke that language flu- 
ently. It was then a still more necessary 
accomplishment; in society than now, 
and at school he had learned only Latin. 


After his first song had sold well sev- 


eral others followed, and it was easy to 
find publishers for farther compositions 
in London. 


His first dramatic work was brought 


out at the Theater Royal. Dahlia. It 
treated of the principal incidents in the 
life of n. certain real or legendary queen 
of Ireland, who was an Amazon and a 
great heroine. 


Before transferring his place of resi- 


dent' from Ireland to Jingland my fa- 
ther had exhibited a large aud beautiful j 
miniature portrait of Pagoniui at the 
Royal Academy, London. Most portraits 
of Pagar.ini were hidtons caricatures, 
milking him look like, a demon, while 
my father's portrait of him was a won- 
derful likeness, representing the master 
as he reflly was and doing justice to the 
spiritual and benignant, expression of 
his extremely interesting face. The pic- 
ture a I <mce procured for my father a 
most honorable rank as an artist in Lon- 
don aud actually grounded his reputa- 
tion there.
